gary. This will hereafter be the 
regular size of both daily and semi- 
weekly issues, and with the addi- 
tional facilities thus afforded, the 
Bulletin hopes to fill a broader 
sphere, and merit an even more 
joyal support than has been accord- 
ed it in the past. 

Times have changed since an ox- 
cart toiled across the plains carry- 
ing the little hand press on which 
were printed the early numbers of 
the Bulletin. The hamlet which 
then nestled on the bluff overlook- 
ing the broad Saskatchewan has 
grown to a populous city, with a 
prosperous present and an_ un- 
bounded prospect; the country of 
which it-has been and is the com- 
settled and devel- 
the richest farm- 
ing districts in the Canadian west; 
the weary leagues which separated 
Alberta from the business life of the 
continent have been annihilated by 
railways; the tread of multitudes

has wakened the slumber of the 
Great Lone Land, and the commer- 
cial life of the nation has felt the 
quickening impulse imparted by 
the development and utilization cf 
western resources 

In these changes the Bulletin has 
endeavored to play the part assign- 
ed by its duties and afforded by its 
opportunities. In securing the set- 
tlement of the Northwest Terri- 
ories 10 local factor has operated 
Ls powerfully and continuously 
than the success which has rewarded 
the faith and enterprise of the 
pioneers of the Edmonton district. 
To represent to the outside world 
the results of these eitorts has been 
not less the duty and the purpose 
of the Bulletin than the provision 
of the current news of the world for 
those who were devoting their lives 
to the making of the far west.

The difference is in the 
mechanical contrivances which have 
been adopted to increase the speed 
and the capacity of the press. 
Briefly stated the Cox Duplex 
bears about the same relation to the 


original printing press as the self-! 


livered. Every part of the press 
acts in unison, and no mistake can 
occur except’ through carelessness of 
the operator. 

The web or roll of paper from 
which the press prints is about 4 
miles long when placed in the ma- 


binder does to the sickle of the old- 
en days. 

Mechanically speaking the great- 
est feature of the press is that it 
will print a complete paper, folded, 
pasted and ready for the newsboy 
and the reader at one impression 
direct from the type. 

The forms are set, and made up 
in precisely the same manner as for 
any other press. The machine has 
two decks, one above the other. The 
forms are set-in the decks, four 
forms or pages to each check. The 
paper, which leads from an endless 
web roll seventy inches wide and 
containing four miles of paper, is 
carried over rollers to the forms 
which lie in the beds. The lower bed 
is printed first, making an impres 
sion of four pages, or printing the 
inside of the paper. Carried far- 
ther along, it doubles over the end 
per bed where the second side is 
printed, making the complete paper 
but still in the web. From here it 
travels along to the folder, where it 
is slit by revolving knives, one half 
of it travelling over an angle bar 
in such a manner as to bring it be- 
low the other, and feed both

CLOSE TO A MILLION 


Year Closing Greatest Building Year in History of Ed- 
monton—List of Permits Issued by City Author- 
ities During Past Ten Months 


The complete returns of the year for occupancy by the Ist of Febru- 


just closing show that 1905 has been 
the banner year in the history of 
Edmonton in the building line, 
The aggregate total of the permits 
issued from March 1, 1905, to this 
evening was $700, 444. 

Previous to the present year per- 
mits were not required for building 
in the city, so there is no records 
by which 1905 car be compared with 
previous years, but the city officials 
are a unit in the opinion that this 
year is the greatest of all by a large 
margin. 

The first attempt to keep an offi 
cial record of the building within 
the city limits was made in March 
of the present year, when the mat- 
ter was entrusted to the care of Fire 
Chief Wilson, to whose office is an- 
nexed the’ duties of building in- 
spector. Since Mr. Wilson com- 
menced keeping these records they 
have been very thorough, and the 
permit book in the inspector’s of- 
fice is virtually a detailed history 
of the city’s progress. 

500 DWELLINGS. - 

The records show some remark 
able and astonishing facts. Al- 
though there is practically no such 
thing as a house to rent in the city 


at the present time, there were no 
less than 500 dwellings, great and 


small, built within the city limits 
during the past eight months, mak- 
ing housing accommodation for en 
increased population of not less 
than 2,500 people. Added to tus. 
there were hotel enlargements +f 
not less than 1,000 accommodation, 
and the additions to residences al- 
ready built, down town blocks that 
are used for stcres below and resi- 
dences above, and the enlarged 
capacity of the boarding houses in 


the the different parts of the city, make 


| 


room for close to a thousand more, 
so that all told, if Edmonton had 
been crowded to the gates at the Ist 
of January, 1905, there would  to- 
day be accommodation for close to 
4,500 more of a population than 
there was a year ago. The fact 
that the hotels, boarding houses and 
rooming houses are crowded  indi- 
cates that the increased population 
is here. 

That the character of the building 
which is being done in Edmonton is 
good is proven by a glance up and 
down Jasper Avenue, or about the 
residence quarter of the west enc 
Like all rapidly growing cities there 
has been, of course, a large number 
of small dwellings constructed, most 
of which are more in the nature of 


ary, and the ground floor, which is 
to be occupied entirely by the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, is to be completed by 
the Ist of March. 

The next in the point of .cost, 
among the down town: business 
blocks, is the building pus up by 
McDougall & Secord, for the Cana- 
dian Northern city offices, and 
which it is hoped to occupy by the 
Ist of February.

Besides this building, McDougall 
& Secord completed the Empire 
Block, the handsomest building in 
the city, if not in all Alberta; at a 
cost of $80,000, and have built for 
themelves a handsome suite of of- 
fices adjoining their store, at a cost 
for the building alone of $5,855. 
These offices in their furnishings 
and interior appointments are the 
equal of anything to be found in the 
Northwest. 

Revillon’s warehouse, on the east 
side of Second Street, is the larg- 
est mercantile building undertaken 
within the past year. The building 
is designed as a three storey struc- 
ture to cover the ground of three 
entire lots, 150 by 150, and the first 
storey already constructed has cost 
$11,500. 

The building done by the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway has_ been 
an important factor in, running up 
the total of the building dene with- 
in the year. The new station build- 
ing alone cost $30,000, while the 
round house eost $25,000. The sta- 
tion is the handsomest on the C.N. 
R. line, not even excepting Winni- 
peg, and next to 'the C.P.R. station 
in that city, is ‘the most pretentious 
railroad building in the entire 
prairie provinces. The round house 
is built on a scale which leaves no 
room to doubt that. the C.N.R. in- 
tends to make Edmonton the main 
point on’ its western line for all 
time to come:

ALBERTA FARMERS’ ASSOCTA- 
TION. 
{Contributed| 

The farmers of Northern Alberta 
feel that there is need of an organiza- 
tion whish would unite every farm- 
er in the province in one strong or- 
ganization. The Grain Growers’ As- 
socfation partially fills the bill, but is 
too narrow In its constitution and 
appeals onty to the grain grower. 
What is wanted is an Association 
that wlll embrace every farmer 
whether a grain grower or stock 
raiser. Consequenliy the members of 
Grair Growers’ Associations and of 
che American Society of Equity in 
the vicinity of Edmonton have draft- 
ed a constitution which they thought 
woula’be wide enough to cover every 
farmer, and organized what they call- 
ed the “Afberta Farmers’ Associa- 
tion.” The following are the objects 
of the Associntion as laid down in the 
constitution adopted. 

1 To forward tho interests of the 
producers of grpin and live stock in 
every honorable and legitimate way.

7 To suggest to Parliament from 
time to time as it is found necessary, 
through duly appointea ‘delegates, the 
passing of any new iegislation to 
meet chanaing conditions and require- 
ments. ‘ 

Tho Association is not a political 
|!organfization, nor does it purpose en- 
dorsing ‘the policy of any political 
party or the candidature of any pol- 
itician. The baiance of the constitu- 
j'tion is practicaliy: that of the Grain 
Grower’s Association. It provides for 
branel Associations in every  dis- 
trict and a central governing body 
made up of delegates from the vart- 
ous local organization. 

At a meeting of delegates frem the

Already com- 
plaints are being made of uafair dock- 
aze being taken at elevators, and soon 
all the trouble of the zrain grower 
of Saskatchewan will begin to torment 
the producer of this province. Farm- 
ers should therefore be organized and 
ready to cope with the old difficulties 
when they present themselves here.

A NORTHERN 
DESERTED VILLAGE 


In an exlanation of a weird discov- 
ery, a deserted village, which a party 
of G-T..P surveyors came on sudden- 
ly a few weeks ago in the uninhabited 


part of northern Ontaric, a °G.T.P. 
engineer states: 

A few years ago a wealthy and ec- 
centric French ccount coneived ‘the 
idea of establishing a settlement, of 
which he wes to be the head, some- 
where on the Hudson’s Bay. He fitted 
out 2 large vessel and ajl went well 
until they were nearing their destin- 
ation, when one fine day, while sailing 
up James Bay, the vessel struck an 


unchartered rock, The vessel -was 
lost, but the setilers with the preat- 
er part of their effects, safely ijanded. 
Guided by Indians they travelled in- 
land and established the settlement’ re- 
ferred to. 

In 1902 the count accompanied by 
his wife and guided by a large party 
of James Bay Indians, with -canoes, 
travelled up the Abitibi and down the 
Ottawa waters to north Temiskaming, 
thence to Montreal and returned 
France. In 1903 a vessel was sent by 
him te the refief ef the settlers, who, 
tired of the hardships in a_ strange 
land, decided to return to France. As 
the distance was far and the season of 
navigation nearly over, their -depar- 
ture was necessarily hurried. 

One of the company, a gentleman of 
some means, and an enthusiastic 
sportsman, had spent most of the time 
hunting and trapping with the Indians 
and Hudson's Bay employees. He 
accompanied the settlers to the re- 
turning vessel, but remained himself, 
as he wis®ed Tour more adventure, and 
also to see some of the Canadian cities 
hefore returning. In February 1995, 
while exploring for the transcontinen- 
tal railway, in the Abitibi country, 
and camped on one cf the winter trails, 
I entertained this gentleman at my 
camp for a couple of days. He was 
then travelling alone, except for two 
dozs, a tobogean, rabbit skin blanke's 
snowshees and a rifle. [ supplied him 
with provisions, and he cheerfully con- 
tinued his journey with another 1/0 
miles ahead of him to the next white 
man’s camp. AndTI _ have since learn- 
ed he made the journey safely.
